OCCURRENCE OF 
TH E INEVITABLE 
RIOT OVER A STRIKE. 


B urling ton Yardm en and W est Qbirago 
B oug hs Knter Upon th e B ulM oziug P e ­ 
riod of the D ifficulty—Superintendent 
B esley Set Upon—C., M. A St. I» . Train­ 
m en <Juit—G eneral-B oycott Declared. 


C h icag o, .March 30.—Thursday afternoon 
there was a serious encounter between the 
striking Burlington switchmen and the men 
who have replaced them. The crew of a “ Q” 
switch engino were engaged in transferring 
some freighfc-cars to the Northwestern tracks, 
and while they worked a crowd of switchmen 
of other roads gathered in the vicinity and 
began to jeer them. When the “ Q” train 
reached Kinzie street and Western avenue it 
ran off a switch that had been turned, and 
one or two cars were ditched. The crowd 
came running to the spot and set upon the 
“ Q” trainmen in a savage manner. The en­ 
gineer and fireman took to their heels, get­ 
ting many severe blows as they escaped. The 
new switchmen followed suit as quickly as 
possible, but they were pursued by the angry 
crowd, and some of them were roughly used 
before they could get away. 
The Pinkerton men, of whom there were 
six or eight on the train, attem pted to protect 
the trainm en, but the mob set upon them with 
savage glee and disarmed them in a twinkling. 
They were powerless, and after m aking a few 
efforts to defend themselves, took to flight to 
escape the drubbing they were receiving a t 
the hands of the furious mob. 
Several of the 
Pinkerton men were hurt, and one of them is 
thought to have sustained serious injuries. 
On the same train was Division Superin­ 
tendent 
John Besler, of the Burlington. 
W hen the trouble commenced be hurried to 
the front and some one in the crowd recog­ 
nized him. 
The disclosure of his identity was 
the signal for tho mob to fall on him and 
beat him. 
The attack came from all sides, 
and it was only after having been badly used 
up that he escaped and ran to a switch-house 
where he locked himself in and escaped fur­ 
ther outrage. 
As soon as possible policemen 
were sent to the scene and dispersed the mob. 
One of therioU i#juuned W illiam Quirk was 
arrested. 
General passenger A gent Morton, of tho 
Burlington, said in reference to the affair 
that it was not wholly unex pected, as the 
company had anticipated trouble of this 
kind, 
lie s rd , however, that he did not 
think it would occur again, as the company 
would take preventive measures. 
W hile the police were clearing the y ards of 
the mob H enry Gallagher and W illiam Quirk, 
both switelini.il, became refractory when the 
officers crowded them closely , and they were 
unceremoniously bundled into a patrol wagon 
and sent to the W est Madison street station 
and locked up. 
Gallageer. it is said, was the 
m an who pummeled Engineer Rice, and if the 
latter can identify him lie will lie prosecuted 
under the 'riot act. 
Quirk belongs to a Mil 
waukee & St. Paid sw teh gang. 
The arrest of Quirk had the effect of pre­ 
cipitating a strike of the engineers, firemen 
and switchmen on that road. The total num ­ 
ber of men who struck is 19 4, consisting of 
140 switchmen, twenty -seven engineers and a 
like num ber of firemen. 
Thursday night not 
a train was moved over this road, and busi­ 
ness, so far as Chicago was concerned, was at 
a standstill. 
Superintendent Collins, of the 
road, gives tho following statem ent in regard 
to the strike.
